JEKYL-HYDE CASE, 


Little Pays Penalty of Death In Elem | 
trio Chair, 

Richmond, Va.—Howard Little, who | 
murdered Mrs. Betsy Justic, her sons, 
\ in-law, George Meadows, and the lat 
ter’s wife and three children in their | 
home near Hurley, Buchanan county, 
last September, was put to death by 
electrocution in the penitentiary here 
without unusual incident, 

Little confessed to the Rev. J. R, 
Johnson, pastor of the Venable Street 
Baptist church, that he killed George 
McKinney several years ago and Come 
mitted several other crimes for which 
he had not been tried. The others | 
Mr. Johnson would not disclose. 

Most murderers are executed for { 
single murders; Howard Little has | 
seven to his account. There were 
six in the wholesale butchery for 
which he was sentenced to die in the 
electric chair here—a man, two ter 


!men and three children of the latter 
| couple, all killed together in Buch 
'anan county one night last fall. 

| Little was no ordinary ‘low-browed” 
eriminal, He bore an excellent re | 
putation in the community in which 
he lived, and a number of friends still | 
believe in his innocence. His char } 
acter seems to have been strikingly 
on the Dr, Jekyl-Mr. Hyde order, to | 
one side being attributed the atrocious | 
j crime which brought him to the shad- 
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
